one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

In Cincinnati, with a population of 
475,000, there are 425 vacant flats and 995 
vacant houses. 

In Cleveland, population 525,000, there 
are 5600’ vacant flats and houses. 

Louisville, population, -220,000, has 300 
vacant flats and houses.

CHOIR WOMEN 1S 
OR MUSIC S SAKE 


Archbishop Glénnon - Says 
Order Was Made Onlyeto 
Preserve Gregorian Tone. 





VOICES ARE UNSUITED 
Female Notes Not Adapted to 
Devotional Songs, but Ex- 
clusion Is Not Absolute. 








No new decree or-encyclical has been 
issued by tke Pope in regard to’ church 
singing, according to Archbishop Glen- 
non, who says that any newspaper 
publications emanating from Rome on 
that subject lately merely l.ave to do 
with the construction of the old church 
music decree, published more than two 
years ago. 

“That decree did not bar women from 
church choirs directly,’’ said the Arch- 
bishop, “but only by inference. The 
Holy Father declared it to be his wish 
that church choirs should confine them- 
selves to the Gregorian music or music 
founded on that s@®hool. 

“The Gregorian music is entirely un- 
su‘ted to the female voice and thus, 
where it is sung, women can take no 
part in the choral work. The music 
to which the female voice is pre-eminent- 
ly adapted is operatic rather than de- 
votional and it is the desire of the Pope 
to exclude such operatic music in favor 
of that which, in time, measure an 
feeling, has more of spirit of worship 
in it. 

‘Such music is best sung by a mixed 
choir of men and boys, so that, under 
the encyclical, the ideal choir for the 
Catholic church is one composed of 
men and boys. We nave a male choir 
at the Cathedral Chapel and hope to 
add boys to it. 


Not Strictly Enforced. 
“But these are things of growth. The 


Holy Father did not mean to issue a 
mandatory decree, declaring that Gre- 
gorian music should be adopted.at once 
in all churches. The decree means that 
as soon as possible this be done in com- 
pliance with the Catholic Church spirit 
of constantly working toward the ideal 
in all things. 

“For instance, in a country church, 
where three or four girls are accus- 
tomed to get up and sing a hymn. The 
decree would not be followed, nor is 
it expected that it would be. In the 
first place, if those girls didn’t sing, 
And in the second 


place, if the parish wanted~ Gregorian 


| music there would be nobody to teach 


it, even if there was, by Chance, people 
in the parish gapable of_singing it if 
properly instructed. 

“However, where it is possible in 
this diocese, it is my desire that as 
rapidly as possible we conform to the 
Holy Father’s desires and institute male 
choirs, singing only the highly 4Aevo- 
tional Gregorian music.”

0 YOU remember the thrill of ad- 
[) miration which Augusta Evans’

NEW YORK, March 27.—‘Prince de 
Guelph,”’ caught penniless by the pro- 


prietor of the St. Kegis Hote! in a suite 


he had taken as the basis for the pro- 
motion of several ventures, today admit- 
ted he was the man who in March, 


1893, “‘Jumped’’ his bail when arrested 
as Dr. John Rex Guelph Norman and 
‘disappeared from New York. He was 
then arrested on complaint of Harriet 
Schleatter, who charged him with ob- 
taining by false means $1000 from her, 
with which to make a match with the 
widow of Commander Francis Morris, 
U. S. N. Mrs. Morris, discovering he 
had a wife in India, divorced him. 

Norman had offered the Professional 
Women's League $20,000 toward the 
building of a new clubhouse; he was 
closing a deal for $760,000 over the tele- 
phone—intended for impressive effect— 
when the chief clerk of the hotel hand- 
ed him a bill for $100 and asked him to 
settle at once. He said he could not pay 
then but would ret the money. 

Gets Money and Departs. 

The St. Regis sent him, under the 
guidance of detectives, to a firm of 
printers who had been doing his work 
where he raised the money. Then the 
Prince took his little baggage.and left 
the hotel. He went back old quar- 
ters in Thirty-fourth strect, where he 
denied himself to all callers. 

“The Prince de Guelph’’ came to New 
York: 'on his second visit about two 
months ago. 
Women’s Léague held its birthday party 
at the Hotel Astor, Feb. 8 last, the 
“Prince” went. At the birthday party 
a real live Prince came into instant 
favor. He represented himself as the 
soh of the King of England by a mor- 
ganatic marriage with Lady Montagu. 

Back in 1899 New York first had the 
honor of meeting the Prince. He then 
came to New York as “Prof. John R. 
Guelph Norman,” attracted by the offer 
of Charles Broadway Rouss of $1,000,000 
to any man who could restore his sight. 
He said he had lived in India and had 
attended the King of Siam for blindness. 

Sued Month After Marriage. 

Then Norman met Mrs. Harriet Hall 
Bediow Morris, widow of Commander 
Morris, U. S&S. N., and daughter of the 
late Henry Bedlow, once Mayor of New- 
port, R. I. Norman treated the daugh- 
ter. He courted her and won the moth- 
er. Here entered the stories of his hav- 
ing a wife in India. Mrs. Norman filed 
suit for divorce within one month of 
the marriage. 

Norman returned to New York, where 
Mrs. Hilda Schileatter, charging that he 
had hypnotized her out of $1000, had 
him arrested. He was sent to Ludlow 
Street Jail.

SAD NOTE TO HUSBAND 





Written Upone Same Station- 
ary as Were Anonymous 
Letters, 





VINCENNES, Ind., March 27.—Miss 
Jessie Lee Overton Culbertson, young 
wife of mystery. sad, though a bride 
of three months, was not murdered. 
She was self-slain; of this there is no 
doubt. Relatives tearfully acknowledged 
today that their suspicions that she was 
killed at the instigation of another 
woman for jealous revenge was un- 
founded. 

The body of a miniature skeleton 
which had been attached to the skull 
found by Mrs. Culbertson when she was 
discovered gagged in the shed near her 
home last Wednesday after swallowing 
carbolic acid,‘ was picked up late today 
near the scene of the tragedy. It lay 
concealed beneath a pile of debris where 
the disheartened girl had placed it after 
sie recovered the head and attached it to 
the threatening letter which she thought 
would lead the authorities to believe she 
was murdered for revenge. The skeleton 
Mrs. Culbertson is known to have had 
in her possession months ago. Positive 
proof that the suicide wrote the anony- 
mous threatening letters to herself has 
also been established. 


Water Murks Are Same. 


A letter she wrote to her husband at 
Bridgeport, Ill., is written on station- 
ery upon which were penned the anony- 
mous notes. The watermarks on the 
papér are the same on all the anony- 
mous notes as that in the stationery 
found in the.dead woman’s trunk. When 
the watermark was shown to the be- 
reaved husband and his parents they 
shook their heads and silently yielded 
to the revelation that there had been 
ne murder committed. 

The letter displayed 
nature of the girl. It was written from 
Bridgeport, Ill., last July where Miss 
Overton had gone to nurse a patient. 
It was a long communication filled with 
thoughts ef despair and pain caused by 
something he had written. What this 
was Culbertson would not say. It was 
found in a pile of letters in Culbertson’s 
room. When it was recalled to him he 
said it was the last one he ever received 
from her. Then he recalled the fact 
that he had waked up in the night to 
find his wife sobbing bitterly. “I would 
ask her what was the matter and she 
would say that she was worried because 
her relative would not write to her.” 


The Letter, 


This is the letter: 

“My Dear Russell—Dazed, mysti- 
fied; well, yes—far more than I can 
now express. Think, dear, what you 
have done. I awaited your letter 
with happy anticipation, and, oh, 
the stab it contained. I cannot re- 
cover from it as yet. My dear, why 
did you hurt me so I cannot be- 
lieve you meant to. You were not 
yourse:if. Your anxiety and watch- 
fulness for your inother has caused 
you to misconstrue my letter. When 
I have rested sufficiently, read it, 
dea>, and see if you can’t read be- 
tween the tines that which I dare not 
put into words. 

“Dear, I could not trust you, quite, 
and pride asserted itself and I could 
not reveal my happy thoughts, not 
even to you; could not wear my 
heart on my sleeve, as it were. I 
hate weak, simpering people; but 
love battle when hardest fought and 
you and I have had a hard struggle. 
I, too, have fought against the dicta- 
tions of my heart. Don’t think I 
den’t know your struggle also. 
There is a coldness all through your 
letter that hurts more than you could 
ever know. 

“Don’t you know me well enough 
to know that if your expressions 
were all in vain that I would bother 
about you; in fact, make an effort 
to write you, though I take my much 
needed rest in which to do so. You 
know I would not. It is not my na- 
ture to deceive myself or others. I 
trust I am above that act. 

“Dear, don't ever become an un- 
willing slave to any one. It must 
be a free and unconditional sur- 
render to satisfy the longings of a 
heart. I think well of aji you say 
in your last letter while there is yet 
time to retrieve. 


The Finis, She Says, 


“This\is the finis. I know you did 
not like the influence I exerted over 
you and now, dear, you are sorry, 
sorry it has ever been. I think I un- 
derstand 80. Am I hot right? 
Please, ussel—touching sequel and 
note question in parenthesis—how do 
you understand now? It was that 
I thought the nonegistence of belief 
and trust that caused me to take a 
firmer hold on myself at times and 
forced back the thought that at 
times would assert itself in spite of 
all my strategy. 

“I trust you will understand this 
letter. It is possible you are sorry 
and wish to retract all that you 
said. Do. you, Russel? Mind, noth- 
ing but the truth will suffice. I was — 
very sorry and envious if you were 
disappointed; sorry for both parties 
concerned and very envious of the 
true one because you could find 
happiness if you so desired. How 
could you misunderstand. I hasten

This is said to have been 
the first time that a court has been 
called upon to decide the question of 
parental authority as between husband 
and’ wife, where there was no separa- 
tion or divorce. 

Arthur FF. Williamson, Ai Geo of 
the New Jersey Steel Co., quarreled 
with his wife and declared hé was go- 
ing to do as he pleased. Thereupon he 
took the T7-year-old daughter of the 
house to a boarding school. A writ of 
habeas corpus was sworn out by the 
wife and the case sent to Bruce as 
referee. His reported findings recom- 
mended that the child be returned to 
her home on the ground that the hus- 
band was not entitled to absolute au- 
thority over his children, and that in 
all matters involving their’ education 
and bringing up the wife has equal 
rights. . 

Justice Platzek indorsed the report of 
the referee, thus establishing a prece- 
dent ine the matter of parental author- 
ity.

When the Providence ‘be- 
came disabled the wireless telegraph 
was employed to call the steamer Com- 
monwealth of the same line, which was 
in the vicinity, and she stood by the 
Providence until the tug Teaser arrived 
and took the Providence in tow for 
Newport. 

All the Providence’s passengers were 
transferred to a special train for New 
York.
